He  all  remember  the  occasion  when  these  words  weie  used.  Moses 
had  lived  forty  years  amid  the  eights  and  sounds  of  the  great  wilderness 
They  had  "been  years  of  preparation  of  spirit.  Without  doubt  he  had  come 
to  realize  God's  presence  in  the  -every  day  occurences  and  in  the  common 
objects.  The  Lord  had  become  more  r.al  to  hi  in  those  long  years. 

Now  suddenly  he  is  faced  by  a  new,  unexpected  and  inexplicable  phenom¬ 
enon.  The  common  bush  is  burning  and  it  is  not  consumed.,  And  from  the 
midst  of  this  strangeness  comes  the  Voice  of  God. 

here  are  we’ gathered  in  this  room  to  face  a  fact,  startling  in 
its  suddenness,  overwhelming  in  its  effect  upon  our  loved  onee,  some* 
thins  which  no  words  can  explain  or  account  for.  The  voice  of  God  comes 
to  us  in  this  moment  and  as  our  hearts  are  still  before  Him  we  hear  the 
words  "Put  off  thy  shoes  from  off  thy  feet,  for  the  place  whereon  thou 
standest  is  holy  ground," 

Let  us  remind  ourselves  first  that  it  is  those  who  ee  God 
in  the  ordinary  things  who  have  eves  to  recognize  Him  in  the  "unuBual  and 
perplexing  circumstances.  The  eyes  which  have  not  learned  to  look  for 
God  in  the  familiar  will  miss  Him  in  the  unfamiliar*  Jesus  reminds  us 
of  this  when  He  says, "If  they  1  sar  not  ioses  and  the  propnets,  neither 
will  they  be  persuaded  if  ore  rise  from  the  dead,"  To  our  dear  friends 
even  this  hour  may  be  an  hour  not  of  darkness  but  of  light  an  hour 
when  God  comes  very  near  to  them  as  a  lsving  Father,  because  they  nave 
learned  to  see  His  Fatherly  Hand  day  by  day  and  are  accustomed  to  turn 
to  Him  at  all  times. 

And  may  we  not  go  further  and  say  that  it  is  at  such  a  moment 
ae  this  that  we  get  tte  clearest  sense  of  the  difference  Christ  has  made? 

It  is  a  beautiful  thing  to  remember  that  this  little'  life  lias  teen 

What  a  world  of 
dif i erence  between  the  Christian  and  thenon-Christian  at  the  hour  of 
death 1  The  unrelieved  sorrow  or  the  imitation  of  it  which  we  knew  so 
well— what  are  they  but  an  expression  of  the  absolute  blank,  the  hope¬ 
lessness  which  death  brings  without  Christ.  In  Him  we  see  beyonu  the 
grave  and  death  is  the  portal  to  the  larger  life.  "Their  anc-els  do 
waye  behold  the  face  of  ay  lather  which  is  in  Heaven." 


It  certainly  is  not  that  our  love  for  our  dear  ones  is  less 
than  that  of  those  who  thus  sorrow.  What  tender  love  and  in  wlat~abun- 
dance  has  already  gone  out  to  the  beautiful  baby  boy  who  has  been  lllTn 
from  usJ  rut  there  is  a  golden  glory  and  the  sunset  when  the  little 

tJere  is  a  Bure  h°P®  of  the  new  day  even  for  him.  "In 

Christ  shall  ne  be  made  alive.  "  The  same  Lord  who  tenderly  lifted  the 


children  to  Hie  knees  and  blessed  them  may  have  a  place  in  the  eternal 
mansions  not  only  for  the  tried  and  trusted  servant  but  also  for  the 
"least  of  these"© 

Yes  we  do  sorrow--and  our  sorrow  is  a  token  to  the  depth  of
